His retirement will not take effect 
untiy July nest, as the bishop has a 
lange class of deacons whom he de- 
sires to ordain before leaving, and 
other classes of students whom he 
wishes to see well of their way before 
severing his connection with the 
work of the diocese, %t was stated.

‘Tt is now ‘thé PAgh’on tdo, to jibe 
at newspapers, but, after all, the per- 
son who sneers at the press ack 
first for’ the newspaper when he 
comes down for breakfast. In a coua- 
try which enjoys representative in- 
stitutions, the newspaper js a neces- 
sity. But do we always taink as grit 
fully as we might of the amaz ng 
stability, dikgence, care and learn’ns 
the wit, humor, ‘siiily and versatility, 
the courage, the conscient'ousmie'ss 
and the sheer hard work which go to 
make up the best kind of news- 
papers?” 

These are words worth noting when 
ever there is a tendency to belittle 
the usefulness and necessity of news- 


papers to the communities in whiich |' 


they are published and to the world 
in general, for there are few people 
who could get along very wel with- 
out the informatton which they ghan 
from day to day in the columns of 
their favorite newspaper,

POISONING IS DEADLY 


Every person who owns, drives, 
rides in or repaits' a car, or whe 
works in a public garage or repa'r 
shop, or has a private garage, should 
understand the dangers and hazards 
to Ufe if carbon momoxide gas (auto 
mobile exhaust gas) ds inhaled. This, 
of course, applies to any gasoline en- 
gine. Th's gas is very poisonous and 
deadly, and under no condition should 
an automobile be alowed to run for 
any, appreciable time in a garage, pri 
vate or publ’c, or ima repair shop 
without having the garage doors 
open ‘er a proper vent'lating system 
or the exhaust connected to the out- 
side air by a drect airtight outict.
